Police are looking for three sus¬ 
pects after a two-vehicle collision 
early yesterday turned into an 
alleged kidnapping and beating. 

Officers were called to Scott 
Crescent near Terwillegar Drive 
in the southwest comer of the city 
around 8 a.m. because a neigh¬ 
bour heard cries for help follow¬ 
ing an SUV ramming into a car. 


EPS spokesperson Chad Ory- 
dzuk said the collision “appeared 
to be deliberate.” 

“Four males emerged from one 
vehicle and all grabbed the other 
driver, the other male, and took 
him to a residence ... where they 
allegedly assaulted him,” said Oiy- 
dzuk. 

The man was able to escape and 


was taken to hospital with minor 
injuries. 

Police took one man into cus¬ 
tody, but the three others are still 
at large. 

“The investigation is in its pre¬ 
liminary stage,” said Orydzuk. 
“However this does not appear to 
be a random act.”

Violent games win court fight 

O Minor’s video game law overturned by U.S. Supreme Court O Games get 
First Amendment protection O Developers and sellers celebrate decision 


Proposed law 


► California's 2005 law would 
have prohibited anyone un¬ 
der 18 from buying or rent¬ 
ing games that give players 
the option of “killing, 
maiming, dismembering, 
or sexually assaulting an 
image of a human being” 

► Parents would have been 
able to buy the games for 
their children, but retailers 
selling directly to minors 
would have faced fines up 
to $1,000 per game sold. 

► Children would have need¬ 
ed an adult to get games 
like Postal 2, the first- 
person shooter by develop¬ 
er Running With Scissors 
that features the ability to 
light unarmed bystanders 
on fire. 

► The law never took effect. 

Lower courts have said the 
law violates minors' consti¬ 
tutional rights. 


The U.S. Supreme Court 
has refused to let Califor¬ 
nia clamp down on the 
sale or rental of violent 
video games to children, 
saying governments lack 
authority to “restrict the 
ideas to which children 
may be expose” despite 
complaints that the popu¬ 
lar and fast-changing tech¬ 
nology allows the young 
to simulate acts of brutali¬ 
ty. 

Yesterday, on a 7-2 vote. 


Justices Clarence Thomas 
and Stephen Breyer 
agreed the California 
video game ban should 
have been upheld, 

Breyer said the court’s 
decision creates an insur¬ 
mountable conflict in the 
First Amendment, 
especially considering 


the high court upheld a 
federal appeals court deci¬ 
sion to throw out Califor¬ 
nia’s ban on the sale or 
rental of violent video 
games to minors. The 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Sacramento had 
ruled that the law violated 
minors’ rights under the 
First Amendment, and the 
high court agreed. There is 
no definitive proof that vi¬ 
olent video games cause 
harm to children, or any 


that justices have upheld 
bans on the sale of 
pornography to children. 

“What sense does it 
make to forbid selling to 
a 13-year-old boy a maga¬ 
zine with an image of a 
nude woman, while pro¬ 
tecting the sale to that 13- 
year-old of an interactive 


more harm than another 
other form of entertain¬ 
ment, said Justice Antonin 
Scalia, who wrote the ma¬ 
jority opinion. He noted 
there is no tradition in the 
United States of restricting 
children’s access to depic¬ 
tions of violence, pointing 
out the violence in the 
original depiction of many 
popular children’s faiiy 
tales like Hansel and Gre- 
tel, Cinderella and Snow

UBC creates ‘Bikeability Index’ 


University of British Co¬ 
lumbia researchers are 
pedalling past the old 
adage “You are what you 
eat” to propose that bike- 
friendly city design can 
have a revolutionary im¬ 
pact on health and fitness. 

Arguing the blueprint 
of a community influ¬ 
ences the amount of phys¬ 
ical activity its citizens 
get, they propose the new 
saying should be “You are 
— where you live.” 

The team has created 


the “Bikeability Index,” a 
mapping tool that scores 
neighbourhoods on how 
accommodating they are 
to cyclists. Lead re¬ 
searcher Megan Winters 
said the team’s primary 
goal is to deliver the maps 
to the hands of urban 
planners who can use 
them as visual aides to 
identify which areas of a 
city should be improved 
to promote a cycling 
breakaway.

OTTAWA. Canadians are a 
talented bunch with a lot 
of bright ideas — but we 
struggle to cash in on 
those ideas. That’s the 
conclusion of a new 
report by an advLsoiy 
body to the federal gov¬ 
ernment on science and 
technology matters. 

The Science, Technolo¬ 
gy and Innovation Coun¬ 
cil’s report, to be released 
today in Ottawa, found 
Canadian businesses 
don’t spend nearly as 
much on research and 
development (R&D) as 
other countries. 

And that could affect 
Canada’s ability to turn 
ideas into products and 
services that can be sold 
globally. 

“An excellent talent 
pool and increased 
efforts by government, 
higher education and 
some industries are not 
preventing stagnation in 
Canada’s overall innova¬ 
tion performance,” the 
report says. 

“Despite an overall 
economic performance 
the past two years that 
has exceeded that of its 
major trading partners, 
the current level of effort 
by all performing sectors 
has not been sufficient to 
bring Canada’s expendi¬ 
tures in R&D to the G7 
average.”

O New study lends credibility to the theory that vitamin D a modifiable 
factor in disease risk O Experts speculate it leads to abnormal response

It’s a wicked combination 
that puts people at risk for 
multiple sclerosis: Low lev¬ 
els of sunlight plus “kiss¬ 
ing disease.” 

Researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford in the 
U.K. have found that peo¬ 
ple who live far from the 
equator (in countries like 
Canada) and have had 
mononucleosis are at 
much greater risk for de¬ 
veloping MS. 

“It is an important find¬ 
ing because it adds weight 


to the possibility that vita¬ 
min D can be considered a 
modifiable factor when it 
comes to increased MS 
risk,” says Karen Lee, a sci¬ 
entist and assistant vice 
president of the MS Socie¬ 
ty of Canada. 

Researchers in England 
studied records for 
Britain’s National Health 
Service over seven years; 
they identified 56,681 cas¬ 
es of MS and 14,621 cases 
of mono. They also studied 
NASA data on sun intensi¬ 
ty over the country. They 
found that the effects of 
sun exposure plus mono 
together explained 72 per

cent of variance in the oc¬ 
currence of MS across the 
U.K. 

They speculated that 
not having enough vita¬ 
min D in your body leads 
to an abnormal response 
to the veiy common Ep- 
stein-Barr virus, the virus 


that causes mono. 

Perhaps vaccines for the 
Epstein-Barr virus, as well 
as widespread use of vita¬ 
min D supplements, could 
lead to fewer cases of MS, 
they reported. 

“This study adds to in¬ 
creasing evidence impli¬ 
cating low vitamin D 
exposure to higher MS sus¬ 
ceptibility,” says Lee. “Ad¬ 
ditionally, it directly links 
two well-known suspects 
in MS susceptibility — vi¬ 
tamin D and the Epstein 
Barr virus.” 

The U.K. study was pub¬ 
lished in the prestigious 
journal Neurology. 


Vitamins 


How much vitamin D do 
you need? 

► The more sunlight the 
better Because Canada has 
relatively low levels of sun¬ 
light, make sure you get 
enough vitamin D. “There 
is a growing body of 
evidence that vitamin D 
can help prevent MS and 
other diseases/' says Karen 
Lee, a scientist and 
assistant vice president of 
the MS Society of Canada. 
Health Canada 
recommends 600 lU of vi¬ 
tamin D through daily food 
intake and up to 4000 lU 
through supplementation.
